Last even- 
ing, following the complete wreck the 
prisoner made of his room at the Re- 
ceiving hospital, where he was trans- 
ferred last Saturday by Sheriff Barnet 
for observation as to-his sanity, Chief 
Surgeon 'Oliver D. Hamlin examined 
the vagabond and determined that he 
was 
suffering 
from, 
a 
destructive 


mania. 
Deputy Sheriff John Collier 


then returned him to the county jail 
and this morning Deputy Sheriff Joe 
Moffltt swore to an affidavit in the 
office of the district attorney form- 
ally charging Welch with insanity. 
His case will be cailed in the superior 
court tomorrow. 


Upon his return to the county Jail 


the refractory bootblack was locked 
in a cell on the third floor, stripped 
of everything that v>'as deemed de- 
structible, but he had not' been there 
more than half an hour when other 
prisoners 
sounded 
an 
alarm 
that 


water was flooding- that part of the 
building. 
Chief Jailer White and his 


assistants on duty rushed above and 
had. to wade through water several 
inches deep to get at Welch's cell, 
where they discovered that the pris- 
oner had torn away the pipes that 
connected the cell 
toilet 
with the 


sewer main, letting the water flow in 
a stream over the floor. It was shut 
off. 


Where to put Welch so that he 


could do no more damage was the 
next problem, which the chief jailer 
solved by having him transferred to 
a cage where prisoners are allowed to 
see visitors.

however. Chief Jailer White narrowly 
escaped losing two fingers of his left 
hand. . Welch slammed a heavy steel 
door shut upon White's hand, crush- 
ing it so badly that he was compelled 
to go to the Receiving hospital for 
treatment.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 11.—The

"With a production ' of Shakespeare's 


tragedy of "Julius 
Caesar"- Frederick 


Warde, actor and Shakespearean student, 
last night made his re-entry upon the 
boards of the Macdonougrh after a long 
absence. 
A fair sized audience greeted 


him, far smaller than the merits of the 
enterprise deserved, but it was. an en- 
ttiusiasticc assemblage and 
one which 


showed that the tinkle of musical comedy 
has 'not entirely driven out apprecia- 
tion of the sonorous lines of the great 
bard. 


As for the star, .his years of retire- 


ment have in no way lessened his dra- 
matic power. A man who has associated 
in a long and active stage life v;ith all 
the monumental figures of his art, he 
brings a hint of that for which the old 
school, so-called, stood. Physically hand- 
some as ever, despite 
his 
sixty-four 


years, he gives an almost ideal picture 
of Brutus, "the noblest Roman of them 
all." 
Nor is there a bit of asfe in the 


spirit of the man, which shines forth 
brilliantly as of old, especially in his 
quarrel scene, with Cassius, played by his 
young aon. Ernest. 
At first, It Is true, 


he seems to read the lines with a'trine 
too much of the. platform manner, that of 
declamation, but with the Increase in 
the dramatic power of the play, in .the 
afore-mentioned q.uarrel with Cassius and 
the scene upon the plains of Philippi -with 
Caesar's ghost, Wards rose to dramatic 
heights which carried his audience -with 
him and brought applause so Insistent 
that the star was forced to respond 
with a short curtain speech.

arouse enthusiasm and several curtain 
calls on his own account. 


Not so much can be said of the Mark 


Antony of Bdounrd D'Oize. 
A young 


man,

nevertheless 


'lacks both the physical appearance for 
the character and the mental flnesso. In 
his great speech over the body of Caesar 
lie was spirited, but failed to bring out 
the latent sarcasm of the Iteration of the 
word "honorable" as applied to the con- 
spirators. 
He failed to give the sug- 


gestion of power to work upon a mob, 
which is the dominant quality of the man 
in that scene.

Aside from these three characters, the 


roles are unimportant, but :he support 
was adequate. 
The same may even be 


said of the mob, which was well enough 
managed so that it did not destroy the 
picture. 
As for the proc action as a 


whole, It is satisfactory enough to be un- 
obtrusive and to allow tho play and the 
acting to be "the thing."
